1 . AMBASSADOR MARTIN, IN US NEWS AND WR INTERVIEW, 

SAYS HE DID NOT INTEND TO KEEP THE TRUTH FROM SEN. 

KENNEDY WHEN HE ADVISED AGAINST GIVING "AN HONEST 
ANSWER TO HIS QUERY ABOUT SVN", BUT MEANT THAT THE 
REQUESTED INFO SHOULD FIRST GO TO THE TWO SENATE COMMITTEES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THAT HAVE PRIMARY CONCERN FOR VN POLICY. AMB. ADDS 
THAT HE IS "IMPRESSED" THAT KENNEDY HAS GIVEN "RATHER 
FREE REIN" TO HIS SUBCOMMITTEE STAEF WHICH.'TT SEEMED 
TO ME, SOMETIMES ILL-SERVED HIM BY BEING MORE CONCERNED 
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WITH HEADLINES" THAN THE SEARCH FOR ACCURACY AND INSIGHT

IN WEEK TO RELIEVE ENCIRCLED DUC HUE RANGER CAMP 35 
MILES NW OF SAIGON (REUTER, NYT). FIGHTING IS HEAVY 
BETWEEN SAIGON AND KHMER BORDER (AP, SUN). COMMUNISTS 
SHOOT DOWN THIRD GVN SPOTTER PLANE IN THREE DAYS NEAR 
DUC HUE. MIL SOURCES SAY COMMUNISTS BLOW UP THREE 

BRIDGES NEAR DANANG BUT DRIVEN OFF WHILE TRYING TO

4. FRANJOLA (AP, WP) FROM PP QUOTES GKR COMMAND ACKNOWL- 
EDGEMENT THAT REBELS ROUTED 1500-MAN FANK FORCE ON 
KOMPONG LUONG BEACHHEAD, 23 MILES FROM PP, AFTER SAVAGE 
24-HOUR ATTACK. TROOPS HAD ASSEMBLED TO RETAKE OUDONG. 
CASUALTIES FEARED HEAVY AND A "NUMBER" OF THE 20 APCS 

ON THE BEACHHEAD DESTROYED. SOME TROOPS FOUGHT WAY 
TO JOIN FANK GARRISON ISOLATED AT LONGVEK, 1-1/2 MILES 
TO NORTH. WESTERN MIL OBSERVER SEES WITHDRAWAL AS 
"MAJOR DEFEAT" FOR GKR. ASIAN DIPLOMAT SAYS NO WAY

CHINA 

5. USDA'S "FOREIGN AGRICULTURE" MAG, IN ARTICLE BY 

F. W. CROOK OF DEPT.'S ECONOMIC RESEARCH SERVICE, SEES 
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PROSPECTS GOOD FOR PRC FARM PRODUCTS THIS SEASON, 

MEANING POSSIBLE SHARP CUTBACK IN CHINA'S IMPORTS OF 
GRAINS AND OTHER PRODUCTS TO US. ADDS, HOWEVER, THAT 
UNFAVORABLE CHINESE WEATHER BETWEEN NOW AND OCT. 

AND INCREASED INSTABILITY IN PEKING DOMESTIC POLITICS 
COULD LEAD TO FURTHER SIZABLE PURCHASES FROM US EXPORTERS. 
CROOK SAYS FACT THAT CHINA, MAJOR FOREIGN CUSTOMER 
FOR US EXPORTERS, HAS SIGNED IN LAST YEAR THREE- YEAR 
CONTRACTS FOR GRAINS FROM CANADA, AUSTRALIA AND ARGENTINA, 
SUGGESTS PRC NOW REGARDS US "AS ONE OF MANY SUPPLIERS 
IN NORMAL TIMES BUT AN IMPORTANT SOURCE OF FARM IMPORTS

DAMAGING OF GREATLY EXPANDED CHINESE WHEAT CROP BY 
ADVERSE WEATHER WOULD MEAN MAO REGIME WOULD HAVE TO 
MAKE POLITICAL DECISION WHETHER TO TIGHTEN POPULATION'S 
RATIONING BELTS FOR NEXT YEAR OR IMPORT TO MAINTAIN 
HIGHER CONSUMPTION LEVELS OF THIS DECADE WHILE DRAWING 
DOWN RESERVES OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE INSTEAD OF FOOD 
(AP, SUN). 

6. NATIONAL ZOO PANDAS, HSING-HSING AND LING-LING, 

ALLOWED TOGETHER SATURDAY; RESULTS GRATIFYING TO 
ALL, ZOO OFFICIALS OPTIMISTIC THAT MATING WILL OCCUR 
(AP, CHITRIB).

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7. IOC HK QUOTES CANADIAN PACIFIC AIRLINES OFFICIAL 
SAYING ANNOUNCED MAY 4 INAUGURATION DATE FOR SERVICES

SPECIFICS ON OPERATING PROCEDURES, INCLUDING TARIFFS 
AND COMMUNICATIONS, NOT YET WORKED OUT; NO NEW DATE

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ITS POLICIES FOR DECADE OR MORE. BASIC QUESTION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WILL BE WAR OR PEACE; THOUGH INTERIM DECISION PUTS 
RECONSTRUCTION FIRST, DECISION IS SCHEDULED FOR REVIEW. 
OTHER ISSUES INVOLVE DIRECTION AND SPEED FOR DEVELOPING 
COUNTRY INTO SOCIALIST STATE, TOUCHING ON SENSITIVE 
DOMESTIC POLITICAL QUESTIONS. ENLARGEMENT OF AGRIC 
COOPS, FOR EXAMPLE, WOULD PROBABLY GREATLY DIMINISH
